KINGSTON, Jamalca, Aug, %— The
past two or three months have wit-
nessed n remarkable recrudescence of
the, American annexation ea in at
least two of the largest and most im-
poriant British West Indin posses-
slons, Trinidad and Jamalea. The
leaders of the agitation are generally
planters and business men. These
point to the growing prosperity of
Porto Rico and denounce the system
of British colonial government. They
slso point to the desperate state of
the sugur industry and to the deplor-
able condition of the people of the isl-
ands and serlously suggest annexa-
tion to the United States as the only
possible chance of reviving their fal-
len fortunes !

Such is the view of the planters and
business men and both together form
a very influential class—perhaps the
most influential class of the commu-
nity. The natives on the other hand.

workings of the anti-negro laws in
